a. Fire report by Taylor.
87 calls for the month of May. Six (6) fire academy students graduated with
State Certifications. The three (3) graduates from Wright Township will be at the July
meeting to introduce themselves to the board. Marne Fest went well and thank you to all
involved with the planning and running of the event. With the extremely dry weather fire
permits will only be approved by the department after rain events. Fire Board is currently
looking at Pump Trucks which are in the Master Plan for 2026.

b. Senior Service report by Dietrich.
June 21, 2023, will be the last lunch for the summer. June 28, 2023 will be the River Boat
Cruise. RSVPs will be needed by June 21%, 2023. There will be no Senior Service events
during July and August, except for exercise classes on Tuesdays and Thursdays 10:00 am at
the Baptist Church.

c. Election in 2024 report by Frank.
Regarding Early Voting. With the passing of Proposition 2 all jurisdictions in Ottawa County,
along with local Clerks, will be hosting early voting for the next two (2) years. This
is likely cheaper than doing it through the Township alone, but it is not for free. The



Township will be paying more for Election with the passage of Prop 2. There will be
three locations for early voting. The locations have not been determined yet, but they
will not be in Wright Township. Frank will share more as the decisions and information
becomes available.

An RFP for the building will be posted soon.

After over 30 years of great service Steve Hansen, Wright Township Assessor, has retired.
The Wright Township Board hired MSM Assessing, Inc. as the new assessor. Matt Smith and
Caryn Rasch were at the meeting to sign the Assessing Contract.
